Foundation row *K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, 
K2, P2, K1; rep from * to end of row. 
Row 1 (RS) *P1, K2, P2, K6, P2, K6, P2, 
K2, PI; rep from * to end of row. 

Row 2 (WS) K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, K2, 
P2, K1; rep from * to end of row. 

Row 3 PI, K2, P2, C6F, P2, C6B, P2, K2, 
P1; rep from * to end of row. 

Row 4 K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, K2, P2, 

K1; rep from * to end of row. 

Row 5 PI, K2, P2, K6, P2, K6, P2, K2, P1; 
rep from * to end of row. 

Row 6 K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, K2, P2, 

K1; rep from * to end of row. 

Rep rows 1 to 6 three more times. 

Row 19 (RS) PI, K6, P2, K2, P2, K2, P2, 
K6, PI ; rep from * to end of row. 

Row 20 K1, P6, K2, P2, K2, P2, K2, P6, 
K1; rep from * to end of row. 

Row 21 PI, K6, P2, K2, P2, K2, P2, K6, 

PI ; rep from * to end of row. 

Row 22 K1, C6B, K2, P2, K2, P2, K2, 

C6F, K1 ; rep from * to end of row. 

Row 23 PI, K6, P2, K2, P2, K2, P2, K6, 
PI; rep from * to end of row. 

Row 24 K1, P6, K2, P2, K2, P2, K2, P6, 



K1 ; rep from * to end of row. 

Rep rows 19 to 24 three more times. 

Row 25 PI, K2, P2, K6, P2, K6, P2, K2, 
PI, slip the remaining 24 stitches on to 
a stitch holder (A). 

Row 26 K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, K2, P2, 
K1. 

Row 27 PI, K2, P2, C6F, P2, C6B, P2, 

K2, PI. 

Row 28 K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, K2, P2, 
K1. 

Row 29 PI, K2, P2, K6, P2, K6, P2, K2, 
PI. 

Row 30 K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, K2, P2, 
K1. 

Rep rows 25 to 30 three more times. 

Slip these stitches on to a stitch holder 
(B). 

With right side facing, slip the 24 
stitches from the stitch holder (A) onto 
a needle. Rejoin the yarn and continue 
as follows: 

Row 25 PI, K6, P2, K2, P2, K2, P2, K6, 
PI. 

Row 26 K1, P6, K2, P2, K2, P2, K2, P6, 
K1. 

Row 27 K1, C6B, K2, P2, K2, P2, K2, 
C6F, K1. 

Row 28 K1, P6, K2, P2, K2, P2, K2, P6, 
K1. 

Row 29 PI, K6, P2, K2, P2, K2, P2, K6, 
PI. 

Row 30 K1, P6, K2, P2, K2, P2, K2, P6, 
K1. 

Rep rows 25 to 30 three more times. 

With the knitting layed flat, cross the 
left-hand knitting over the right-hand 
knitting. 

Continue as follows 
Next row *P1, K2, P2, K6, P2, K6, P2, 
K2, PI,* slip the stitches from stitch 
marker (B) onto the needle and rep 
from * to *. 

Next row (WS) K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, 
K2, P2, K1; rep from * to end of row. 
Next row PI, K2, P2, C6F, P2, C6B, P2, 
K2, PI ; rep from * to end of row. 

Next row K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, K2, 

P2, K1; rep from * to end of row. 

Next row PI, K2, P2, K6, P2, K6, P2, 

K2, PI; rep from * to end of row. 

Next row K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, K2, P2, 
K1 ; rep from * to end of row. 

Rep these 6 rows three more times. 
Cast off. 

Sew together the cast-on and cast-off 
ends. Weave in all the loose ends. 



HAT 

Cast on 74 stitches using 9mm needles. 
Row 1 PI, (K2, P2) rep to last 3 sts, P2, 
K1. 

Row 2 K1, (P2, K2) rep to last 3 sts, K2, 
PI. 

Rep rows 1 and 2 four more times. PI, 
Row 7 (RS) PI, K2, P2, C6F, P2, C6B, 

P2, K2, PI; rep from * to end of row. 
Row 8 K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, K2, P2, 

K1 ; rep from * to end of row. 

Row 9 PI, K2, P2, K6, P2, K6, P2, K2, 

PI; rep from * to end of row. 

Row 10 K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, K2, P2, 

K1 ; rep from * to end of row. 

Row 11 PI, K2, P2, K6, P2, K6, P2, K2, 
PI; rep from * to end of row. 

Row 12 K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, K2, P2, 

K1 ; rep from * to end of row. 

Rep rows 7 to 12 once more. 

Next row (RS) PI, K2, P2, C6F, P2, 

C6B, P2, K2, PI; rep from * to end of 
row. 

Next row K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, K2, P2, 
K1 ; rep from * to end of row. 

Next row PI, K2, P2, K6, P2, K6, P2, 

K2, PI; rep from * to end of row. 

Next row K1, P2, K2, P6, K2, P6, K2, P2, 
K1; rep from * to end of row. 

Next row (RS) PI, k2tog, (P2, k2tog) 
rep to last st, PI. [56 sts] 

Next row K1, PI, (K2, PI) rep to last st, 
K1. 

Next row PI, K1, (p2tog K1) rep to last 
st, PI. [41 sts] 

Next row (K1, PI) to last st, P1. 

Next row (P2tog, k2tog) rep to last st, 
PI. [21 sts] 

Next row (K1, PI) to last st, PI. 

Next row (K2tog) to last st, PI. [11 sts] 
Break yarn and thread though stitches 
on the needle. Pull tight and secure the 
yarn. With right sides facing sew 
together the side seam. Weave in any 
loose ends. 

Attach the pompom with matching 
yarn.

Create this strikng hand knit, 
designed by Amanda Jones, for a 
man or teen who wants something 
different. The easy-fitting shape 
features subtle, random cablework 
plus innovative intarsia motifs. 
They’re based on tribal tattoos 
including Japanese-style Eanji 
(characters for single words; and 
armbands, and the back of the 
Jumper has as much impact as the 
front. Finish with two-colour 
stripe accents for the ribbing at 
the hem, neckline and cuffs. 

BACK 

Using 4.5mm needles and yarn B, cast 
on 74 (86: 98: 102) sts. 

Using yarns A and B, work in striped rib 
as foils: 

Row 1 (RS) K2A, *P2B, K2A; rep from 
* to end. 

Row 2 P2A, *K2B, P2A; rep from * to 
end. 

Rep these 2 rows until you have 
completed 11 rows, thus ending on a 
RS row. 

Change to 5.5 mm needles and using 
yarn A, purl 1 row. 

Work in patt as foils, using yarn A only. 
Row 1 (RS) K38 (46: 54: 58), pm, K5, 
PI, K2, P6, K2, PI, K5, pm, K14 (18: 22: 
22 ). 

The markers set position of chart 1, 
small cable patt. Cont working from 
row 4 (2: 2: 2) of chart 1 until you have 
completed row 37, keeping sides in 

St St. 

Remove markers and work in st st for a 
further 21 (23: 27: 27) rows thus ending 



on a WS row. 

Start to work main tattoo motif as foils: 
Next row (RS) K11 (17: 23: 25)A, pm, 
K25A, K2B, K26A, pm, K to end using 
yarn A. 

Markers set the position for chart 2. 
Cont working from row 2 of chart 2, 
keeping sides in st st, until you have 
completed row 18 (18: 20: 20) of the 
chart thus ending on a WS row. 

SHAPE ARMHOLE 

Keeping colourwork patt correct, cast 
off 4 sts at the beg of the next 2 rows. 
66 (78: 90: 94) sts. 

Dec 1 st at each end of the next 
3 (5: 5: 5) rows. [60 (68: 80: 84) sts] 

Cont without shaping until you have 
completed all 56 rows from chart 2 plus 
a further 6 (6: 10: 10) rows using yarn A 
only, thus ending on a WS row. 

BACK NECK SHAPING 
Next row (RS) K18 (19: 21 : 22), turn, 
leave rem sts on a spare needle and 
work each side separately. 

Next row (WS) Dec 1 st at neck edge 
and work to end, then break yarn and 
leave rem 17 (18: 20: 21) sts on a 
holder to cast off with the Front 
shoulder later. 

With RS facing rejoin yarn and cast off 
centre 24 (30: 38: 40) sts, knit to end of 
row. 

Dec 1 st at neck edge on following row 
then break yarn and leave sts on a 
holder as for first side. 

FRONT 

Using 4.5mm needles and yarn B, cast

2: 2), P1(5: 10: 10), KO (0: 2: 2), 

PO (0: 1: 1), pm, K23 (29: 35: 37). 

The markers set the position for chart 3 
asymmetric cable motif. Cont working 
from row 24 (16: 2: 2), maintaining 
sides in st st. 

When you have completed row 
32 (24: 10: 10) of chart 3, ending on a 
WS row, start small motif patt (shown in 
chart 4) as foils: 

Sizes S & M only: Work sts 10 to 23 of 
Chart 4 only, thus omitting small arrow. 
S: K23A, sIm, Chart 3 row 33, sIm, K2A, 
pm, K7A, K3B, K4A, pm, K7A. 

M: K29A, sIm, Chart 3 row 25, sIm, K4A, 
pm, K7A, K3B, K4A, pm, K11A. 

L: K35A, sIm, Chart 3 row 11, sIm, K2A, 
pm, K3A, K1B, K12A, K3B, K4A, pm, 
K10A. 

XL: K37A, sIm, Chart 3 row 11, sIm, 

K2A, pm, K3A, K1B, K12A, K3B, K4A, 
pm, K12A. 

Cont to work from row 2 of chart 4 until 
you have completed all 20 rows, then 
cont working the central panel (chart 3) 
until you have worked row 96 
(92: 84: 84), thus ending on a WS row. 

SHAPE ARMHOLES 

Cast off 4 sts at the beg of the next 

2 rows. 70 (82: 94: 98) sts. 

Dec 1 st at each end of the next 3 (5: 5: 
5) rows. [64 (72:84:88) sts] 

Cont without shaping on these sts until 
you have completed row 122 of Chart 
3, ending on a WS row. 

FRONT NECK SHAPING 
Next row K22 (24: 28: 29), turn, leave 
rem sts on a spare needle and work 
each side separately. 

Dec 1 st at the neck edge on every foil 
row until 17 (18: 20: 21) sts rem. 

Cont without shaping until Front 
matches Back to shoulder shaping. 



ending on a WS row. Break yarn and 
leave sts on a holder to cast off with 
Back later. 

With RS facing rejoin yarn and cast off 
centre 20 (24: 28: 30) sts, K to end of 
row. Complete as for the first side, 
reversing shapings. 

Cast off the Front shoulders with the 
Back shoulders using the 3 needle 
cast-off technique. 

SLEEVES 

Using 4.5mm needles and yarn B, cast 
on 34 (38: 38: 42) sts, work striped rib 
as given for Back for 10 rows thus 
ending on a WS row. 

Change to 5.5mm needles and using 
yarn A, beg with a K row working in st 
st throughout. 

Inc 1 st at each end of the 3rd row, then 
on every foil 4th row until there are 
62 (64: 66: 68) sts. Work should meas 
approx 30 (28: 30: 28) cm. 

Start Sleeve motif as shown on chart 5 
as foils: 

Row 1 (RS) K2 (3: 4: 5), pm, chart 5 row 
1, pm, K3 (4: 5: 6). 

Cont working from row 2 of chart 5, 
until you have completed all 15 rows 
then work straight in st st using yarn A 
only until Sleeve meas 42 (45: 47: 48) 
cm from beg ending on a WS row. 

SHAPE SLEEVEHEAD 

Cast off 4 sts at the beg of the next 

2 rows. 

[54 (56: 58: 60) sts] 

Dec 1 st at each end of the next 
5 (7: 5: 7) rows. 44 (42: 48: 46) sts. 

Then dec 1 st at each end of the next 

3 (2: 2: 4) alt rows. 

[38 (38: 44: 38) sts] 

Then dec 1 st at each end of every foil 
4th row until 30 (30: 34: 34) sts rem. 
Work 1 row straight then cast off 
loosely. 

NECKBAND 

With 5mm circular needle and yarn B, 
starting at the left shoulder, pick up 
and knit 16 sts down the left Front, pick 
up and knit 20 (23: 26: 28) sts across 
the Front neck, pick up and knit 16 sts 
up the right Front neck, pick up and 
knit 2 sts down the Back neck, pick up 
and knit 24 (29: 38: 40) sts across Back 
neck, pick up and knit 2 sts to left 
shoulder. [80 (88: 100: 104) sts] 



MOTIF JUMPED 




The back of the jumper features a large 
tattoo motif for even more bold impact 



With RS facing, purl 1 round. 

Next round Using yarns A & B, *K2A, 
P2B; rep from * to end of round. 

Rep this round until you have 
completed 7 rounds. 

Using yarn B only, work 1 round in K2, 
P2 rib, then cast off in rib as set. 

MAKING UP 

Weave in all ends. Join side and Sleeve 
seams. Set in Sleeve matching the 
centre of the Sleeve to the shoulder 
seam. 

Press lightly according to the 
instructions on the ballband. 
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Chart 3

Do you have any childhood memories 
of knitting? 

I don't, actually! My grandmother sewed, 
and my mother crocheted, but neither 
of them knitted. But I had blankets and 
scarves and toys made for me, so I always 
understood the value of handmade things. 
My mum tried to teach me crochet and 
sewing, but they just didn't take! 

How did you get into knitting and then 
into designing? 

I learned to knit while I was a student. I

did some part-time work in a shop, and 
my boss taught me the basics of knitting 
and then let me run with it. Most of the 
time I just experimented until I figured 
it out, sometimes with the help of the 
internet which is a wonderful teacher! 
Designing seemed like the natural next 
step - I was always making it up as I went 
along anyway, so I just started writing 
things down. I offered the designs I was 
particularly proud of for free online, and 
the positive response I got gave me a lot 
of confidence to keep trying. 

When and why did you start blogging 
about knitting? 

I started my blog What To Knit When 
You're Expecting a couple of years before 
my daughter was born, so it was a bit of a 
misnomer at first. But I knew I wanted to 
be expecting soon, and I loved reading 
other knitting blogs, and I wanted to be a 
part of the conversation. 

What's the best thing about having a 
knitting blog? 

It holds you accountable! I would knit and 
knit in order to have something to put 
on the blog, whether it was a failure or a 




triumph. It's also a wonderful way to keep 
track of what you've done - a life told 
through yards and yards of yarn. 

What inspired you to write your latest 
book. What to Knit: The Toddler Years? 

It just seemed like the next natural step! 

I'd imagined my first book while I was 
pregnant, and then actually wrote it once 
my daughter was born. So by the time it 
finally came out, she was already a toddler, 
and I had spent her whole life so far 
knitting for her. I couldn't suddenly stop, 
so there needed to be another book! 

How do you choose which yarns to use, 
especially for young children? 

They have to be washable! Superwash 
wool is wonderful, and blending with 
cotton is great, too, because it creates 
such a strong, durable yarn. But I almost 
never recommend acrylics, because the 
thing to really look out for with children's 
knitwear is how it feels to wear it. My 
daughter won't wear something that's too 
scratchy, and she also gets hot and sweaty 
in knits that don't breathe. So while it 
can be hard to spend a lot of money on 
something your child will only wear for 
a year or two, it's better to spend a little 
extra on some nice, good-feeling yarn - 
otherwise, they might not wear it at all. 

What can we expect next from you? 

I don't know! I recently got back into 
knitting for myself! So maybe a book of 
adult patterns? We'll see!

SLEEVES (MAKE 2) 

Using 8 mm needles and Yarn A cast on 
23 (23: 25: 25: 27) sts.

Cut off the yarn, leaving a long end.

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AVIATOR HAT 
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The model turned knitwear designer explains 
how grannies and British sheep are part of the 
business she runs with fellow model Lily Cole 





What are your earliest childhood 
memories of knitting? 

My grandmother, to whom my book 
A Good Yarn is dedicated, is a ferocious 
knitter. When she wasn't lovingly looking 
after the family she was whipping up Arran 
sweaters for our long family walks. 

When did you first start knitting? 

My gran taught me, and thankfully she 
has the patience of a saint as I'm a terrible 
pupil. My first make was a very long skinny 
scarf that seemed to never end! 

Your background is as a model - what's 
the most amazing piece of designer 
knitwear you've had to model? 

Roland Mouret makes knitted dresses that 
are very body con. Most people wouldn't 
even think of them as knitwear but the 
entire dress is machine knitted and folded 
in one piece. They are simply stunning. 

What inspired you to set up your 
knitwear business, The North Circular? 

Lily Cole and I launched the company in 
2009, as we felt there was some space for 
high end knitwear design made with love, 
with wool from animals that haven't been 
shipped around the world. We wanted a 
true local product, using natural materials 
and reviving hand made skills. Our fashion 
background gives a twist to that sweet 
ethos, in that the designs, stitches and 
colours stay in a strong fashion style. 

How did you go about recruiting the 
grannies who knit up your designs? 

We started with family and friends, then 
friends of our knitters, and then as our 
products began to be featured in the press 
people would get in touch with us. Also 
other supportive designers have shared 
their little black book of hand knitters! 
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Where do you find design inspiration for 
The North Circular collection? 

Living in the heart of east London, 
surrounded by people from all 
backgrounds and walks of life, there's 
so much visual information about how 
different people dress. It may be the way 
a person is wearing something, or the 
sense of style that they wear it with. Then 
sometimes, inspiration comes from my 
own desire for functionality that I haven't 
yet found in other accessories, or from 
inspirational shapes in the environment. 

With your new book A Good Yarn, 
knitters now have the chance to knit 
your designs for themselves. Which is

[30 sts] 

Round 8 *K2, PI, rep from * to end. 
Round 9 *K2tog, PI, rep from * to end. 
[20 sts] 

Round 10 *K1, PI, rep from * to end. 
Round 11 (K2tog) 10 times. 

Break yarn and thread through rem 10 sts. 
Pull up tight and fasten off securely.

For a quick winter knit, look no 
further than these sweet and 
simple mittens by Jen Arnall- 
Culliford. Created in a pure wool 
chunky yarn they’re fun to knit 
and a pleasure to wear. The yarn 
we’ve used is an attractive blend 
of multi-coloured shades and 
there are seven more to choose 
from in the range. See our guide 
over the page for more tips and 
ideas about knitting mittens. 

MITTENS (MAKE 2) 

CUFF 

Cast on 26 sts using 5 y 2 nnnn needles. 
Distribute stitches over 4 needles and 
join to work in the round, taking care 
not to twist stitches. Place marker for 
start of round. 

Round 1 *K1, PI; rep from * to end of 
round. 

This round sets rib. 

Continue in rib until cuff measures 
10 cm from cast-on edge. 

HAND 

Change to 6 V 2 mm needles and knit 
5 rounds. 

Next round Ml, K1, Ml, place stitch 
marker, knit to end. [28 sts] 

Next 2 rounds Knit. 

Next round Ml, knit to marker, M1, slip 
marker, knit to end. 

Repeat last 3 rounds 2 more times 
(9 sts between markers). [34 sts] 

Next round Knit. 

Next round Slip first 9 sts to waste 
yarn, cast on 1 st using the backwards 
loop method, knit to end of round. 

[26 sts] 

Continue to work in stocking stitch (knit 
all rounds) until mitten meas 25cm from 
cast-on edge. 



Next round *SSK, K9, k2tog; rep from * 
once. [22 sts] 

Next round Knit. 

Next round *SSK, K7, k2tog; rep from * 
once. [18 sts] 

Next round Knit. 

Next round *SSK, K5, k2tog; rep from * 
once. [14 sts] 

Next round Knit. 

Next round *SSK, K3, k2tog; rep from * 
once. [10 sts] 

Next round *SSK, K1, k2tog; rep from * 
once. [6 sts] 

Break yarn, thread through rem sts and 
fasten off. 

THUMB 

Return sts on waste yarn to needles. 
Rejoin yarn and knit 1 round, picking up 
1 St from cast-on stitch of palm. [10 sts] 

Continue in stocking stitch until thumb 
meas 5mm less than desired length. 
Next round (K2tog) 5 times. [5 sts] 
Break yarn, thread through rem sts and 
fasten off. 

Make second mitten in the same way as 
the first mitten. 
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Mittens and wristwarmers are the ultimate 
winter warmer and are super quick to knit! 
Never made them before? Our guide has 
everything you need to know.. 



When you're looking for a fun, quick 
knit, look no further than nnittens. 
Whether you're whipping up a last- 
nninute gift or sending little ones off 
to school for the first time, a pair of 
handwarmers are sure to hit the spot. 
Mittens enclose all your fingers in one 
space, so your hands will feel super 
toasty - more so than with gloves 
made with the same yarn. 

Plat or in the round? 

Unlike socks, which are quite 
uncomfortable to wear if knitted 
flat and seamed, mittens can be 
knitted in the round or in pieces and 
seamed, with a great result either 
way. For working in the round, you'll 
need double-pointed or circular 
needles. Patterns should specify 
which will work best, but double- 
pointed needles are very useful 



for knitting especially small 
circumferences, like thumbs. 

So many options 
Mittens are a great way of using up 
scraps of yarn and colourful stripes 
are a classic look. If you're coveting 
a pattern for kids' mittens, just use a 
thicker yarn and bigger needles and 
you can have them in your size. You 
can even knit an i-cord and hang 
them on it inside a coat! 

Traditional patterns are widely 
available, featuring Fair Isle and 
Scandinavian colourwork. There is also 
a great trend for cabled mittens, with 
the extra thickness providing more 
warmth for frosty days. 

Mittens are constructed in a fairly 
simple way, with lots of options to 
make them work for you. 

Read on to find out how... 



THE RUNDOWN 

There are various ways to finish the 
thumbs and tops of the mitten to 
suit yourself... 

Handwarmers 

If you want your fingers to be free, 
work the mittens straight, to just 
past your knuckles. Then work a 2cm 
welt on smaller needles, in the same 
stitch you used for the cuff. 

Plip-top mittens 
Flip-top mittens are a great 
compromise - you can literally flip 
back the section covering your 
fingers, leaving them free for fiddly 
manoeuvres and texting! 

Afterthought thumb 
This is so-named because you 
come back to it after the mitten is 
done. To prepare the mitten for an 
afterthought thumb, knit to where 
you want the thumb, work the 
next 1 .5cm of stitches using spare 
yarn, then pass those stitches back 
onto the left-hand needle and work 
again using the main yarn. Once 
the mitten is finished, use double- 
pointed needles to pick up the 
stitches above and below the spare 
yarn. Unpick the spare yarn and pick 
up an extra two or three stitches in 
the side gaps. Knit all these stitches 
in rows or rounds until the thumb 
is the desired length. For an open 
thumb, cast off loosely at knuckle 
length. For a closed thumb, work 



STEP-BWSTEP THPEE-NEEDLE CAST OFF 



Not ready for grafting? Try this three-needle 
cast off for a clean finish with no sewing up! 




1 Place knitted pieces 
together with the right or 
wrong sides facing, and 
insert a third needle through 
the first stitch on both 
needles as shown. 



2 Knit these 2 stitches 
together, taking both loops 
off the needles in your left 
hand. You should have just 
one stitch on your right-hand 
needle. 



3 Repeat steps 1 and 2 again 
on the following stitches to 
give you 2 stitches on the 
right-hand needle.

A neat way to make 
a thumb is to increase 
stitches at either side of 
where your thumb joins 
the side of your hand, on 
every other row/round. 

This forms an extra wedge 
of fabric on the side of the 
mitten. When there are 
enough stitches to cover 
your thumb 'gusset', fold 
this wedge in half, and knit 
across the 'gap', placing 
the stitches in between 
on a holder to work the 
rest of the thumb later (it's 
the same method as the 
afterthought thumb). 



longer, then k2tog across the 
last row/round, thread the yarn 
tail through the stitches and 
pull tight. To finish, seam the 
thumb if necessary. 



No thumbs! 

You can make the thumbs in 
several ways. The easiest is to 
just make a hole to put your 
thumb through. If knitting the 
mittens flat, leave a gap for 
your thumb when stitching 
together the side seams. If 
working in the round, cast off 
enough stitches to make a 
2cm gap on one round, work 
again to the same point, cast 
the same number of stitches 
back on and continue around. 
You can oversew the edges 
later to make them neater. If 
you want your thumb to be as 
cosy as the rest of your hand, 
of course, you'll need to work a 
separate thumb. 



Mittens are usually knitted from 
the bottom up, enabling you 
to try them on as you go. Cast 
on using a thumb, long-tail or 
cable cast on method so that 
the cuff will stretch to fit 
your hand through. 



The main section of the 
mitten will be worked 
straight on slightly larger 
needles than you used 
for the cuff. The simplest 
version will use a stocking 
stitch, but because mittens 
are small, they're a great 
opportunity to practice 
techniques, like cables, 
colouHA/ork or lace. 



Once the mittens reach the 
top of your little finger, work 
decreases either side of the 
halfway points where they divide 
for the front and back, until 
the top of the mitten is narrow 
enough for your hand. For a 
pointed-top mitten, close the top 
by breaking off the yarn with a 
long tail, threading it through the 
remaining stitches and pulling 
tight. For a square-top mitten, 
cast off the stitches (try a 
three-needle cast off) 
and seam the two sides 
together; or graft the 
top together for a 
seamless finish. 



HTOS3B1 

Work the cuff using a slightly 
smaller needle than for the 
main section, in a ribbed, moss 
or garter stitch. This will make 
the cuff slightly snugger and 
stop the edge from rolling 
up. Cuffs are normally about 
5-1 0cm in length.

Knit the first 2 stitches and bind off 
1 stitch using a regular bind off; *return 
stitch on right-hand needle to left-hand 
needle and use the knitted-on method 
to cast on 2 stitches; bind off 3 stitches 
(the 2 stitches just cast on and the 
stitch returned to the left-hand needle); 
repeat from * until 1 stitch remains. Cut 
yarn and pull it through the last stitch. 
Weave in the ends.

This scarf by Fiona 'loble is a 
must-have personal insulation 
system for those days when it*s 
almost too cold to poke a toe 
outside.

Ae’ve selected two 
complementary shades, but you 
could just as easily knit the 
scarf in one colour — or even- 
three or more — if you want 
something utterly unique. And the 
stitch is simple enough to work 
when you want to do something a 
little more challenging than just 
watching TV. 

FOR THE SCARF 
Cast on 47 sts in A. 

Row 1 K3, (p1, k3) to end. 

Row 2 K1, (p1, k3) to last 2 sts, pi, k1. 
Rep rows 1-2, 46 times more. 

Row 95 K3, (pi, k3) to end. 

Break A and join in B. 

Row 96 K1, (pi, k3) to last 2 sts, pi, k1. 



Row 97 K3, (pi, k3) to end. 

Rep rows 96-97, 179 times more (or 
until you have used all three balls of B, 
ending with an row 97). 

Break B and join in A. 

Row 456 K1, (pi, k3) to last 2 sts, pi, k1. 
Row 457 K3, (pi, k3) to end. 

Rep rows 456-457, 46 times more. 
Row 550 K1, (pi, k3) to last 2 sts, pi, k1. 
Cast (bind) off. 

TO MAKEUP 

Lay the scarf down so that the side 
where the colour-change looks neatest 
is uppermost. Fold up the cast-on and 
bound- (cast-) off edges so that they 
are in line with the parts of the scarf 
where the colours change. Sew the 
sides of the pocket using matching yarn 
and flat stitch. 

Sew the buttons in place on the top 
part of the pockets using a separated 
strand of B. 

Weave in all loose ends. 




The finished scarf is 8dln 
(dlOcmj long and 9%in 
(d4cinj wide.

Where did your knitting journey begin? 

My mum's twin sister taught me to knit 
when I was about six or seven. I was also 
at a girls' convent school, where skills like 
knitting were valued rather more highly 
than proficiency in the chemistry lab, for 
example. That was quite lucky for me, but 
not for everyone. My first school knitting 
project was a yellow dishcloth - it had 
a few missed stitches and wasn't quite 
as 'square' as it should have been. But I 
remember being pretty proud of it. 




■| LOVE HOW HANDMADE 
ITEMS LIKE SCAWES AND 
HATS CAN CHANGE THE

You're well known for your cute, novelty 
character knits, so what gave you the 
idea to branch out into accessories in 
the book Scarves & Cowls? 

I do love knitting little figures, but I fancied 
a bit of a change. The idea of knitting 
something that would still be quite quick, 
but also useful, really appealed. I love the 
way handmade items like scarves and hats 
can change the look of an outfit - and add 
a bit of a personal twist to something. 

Any tips for budding designers? 

My chief tip for people new to knitwear 
design is to start by adapting a simple 
pattern. For example, if you really like 
the look of a scarf but want to create a 
smaller version of it for a child, it should 
be fairly easy to work out. You need a bit 
of patience; it doesn't always go right. So 
start with something easy, then move on. 

How do you go about finding inspiration 
for your designs? And where do you 
begin the design process? 

I'm a bit of an internet addict, and I love 
trawling through craft and homes & 
interiors websites. Pinterest is my absolute 
favourite - I have to be quite strict with 




myself though. I don't want to start 
looking for inspiration for knitted scarves 
and end up trawling through cake recipes! 

I start the design process with a pad 
of plain paper and a pencil - I have a 
favourite mustard yellow propelling pencil 
and it's just right; not too soft and not too 
hard. My drawings are usually quite basic 
and I'm one of those people who like to 
get stuck in straight away, even if it means 
it sometimes goes wrong and I have to 
re-knit it. I don't design in a mathematical 
way, which some knitting designers do. 

What is your favourite item in Scarves 
and Cowls, and why? 

My favourite item is an orangey coloured 
simple capelet. I like it because it's really 
retro looking and because it's so simple - 
just a simple rectangle in a combination 
of knit and purl stitches. I like the autumn 
colour of it as well. 

Can we expect to see more garment 
designs from you in the future? 

I've just finished a book called Beanies 
& Bobble Hats which will be published 
February 2015 and includes all sorts of 
headgear projects for grown ups and 
children, from a cute Fair Isle bobble 
to a simple garter stitch beanie and a 
slouchy ribbed beanie. I really think there's 
something for everybody in it and projects 
to suit beginners to more experienced 
knitters. I'm also about to start working 
on a book which will feature some animal 
scarves. So all in all. I'm busy!

SHOULDERS AND NECK 

Cast off 5(5:6: 6: 8: 8: 9: 9)sts at beg

To use food as an analogy, this is 
one of those projects that’s less 
like following a recipe and more 
like the kind of cooking where you 
balance out the flavours as you 
go, adding a bit more salt or a 
squeeze of lemon juice, until it’s 
just right! The wallhanging by 
Anna Alicia features a simple 
knitted base in two colours of 
chunky yarn, and then you build up 
fabric ‘rag-rug’ sections bit by 
bit, creating just the right mix 
of colours and shapes for the look 
you want. It’s a time-consuming 
process but you’ll end up with a 
truly stunning focal piece for 
your home. If you’re a confident 
knitter you could customise the 
wallhanging by mixing in rows of 
different stitches and colours. 

WALLHANGING 

Using your off-white chunky yarn, 
cast on 28 stitches. 

Knit 65 rows. 

Change over to your grey chunky yarn. 
To do this, cut your off-white yarn a 
short length from where you finished 
knitting and tie it to your grey yarn. 

Trim the knot (don't worry if the knot 
shows on the front of your knitting, as 
it'll be hidden later). 

Now knit 22 rows in your grey yarn. 

Cut your yarn a short length from the 
end of your row, loop it back through a 
stitch on the row below and knot it 
securely. 

Rather than casting off as you would 
normally do, simply slip the stitches off 
the needle and onto one of your pieces 
of dowel. 

Slide the second piece of dowel 
through the stitches along the bottom 
row of your knitting, so that you have 
one piece of dowel at the top and one 
at the bottom. 

Now it's time to 'rag-rug' your hanging! 
(Traditionally, this kind of 'rag-rugging' 
was done using hessian as a backing, 
poking small strips of fabric between 
the threads using a tool called a 
'proddy'. For this somewhat less 
traditional project you can use one of 



your knitting needles as your proddy 
and the knitting acts as the backing.) 
Begin by cutting some of your fabric 
scraps into approximately 1cm (3/8in) 
wide strips and then cut those strips 
into roughly 4cm (IVzin) long mini- 
strips. 

Sketch out a pattern of shapes and 
colours to follow. Simple blocks, stripes 
or triangles work best for this 
technique. The wallhanging pictured 
here has a multicoloured stripe across 
the join between the two colours of 
knitting, a pattern of blocks and stripes 
at the top and a more detailed pattern 
of triangles for the bottom section. 

With your knitting face down, and 
starting at the join between your two 
coloured knitted panels, take one of 
your little strips of fabric and use the tip 
of a knitting needle to poke one end of 
it through to the front between two 
strands of wool. Now fold the other 
end of your strip over a strand of wool 
and poke it through to the front too. 
Check that both ends of your strip are 
roughly even in length on the front of 
your hanging. 

Take your next strip of fabric and poke 
one end through the next hole along in 
the same way. Fold the other end over 
a strand of wool and poke it through to 
the front. 

Repeat this process, building up your 
pattern, strip by strip. Make sure your 
strips of fabric are tightly packed 
together to give a full, fluffy look. 

Once you're happy with your rag- 
rugged sections at the top and bottom 
of your hanging, you can start to add 
some fluffy detail to the plain knitting. 
Start by turning your hanging over so it 
is face up. 

Begin with the fluffy triangle you can 
see at the centre of the hanging in the 
image opposite. Cut a length of 
off-white wool about 6cm (2%in) long. 
Find the stitch closest to the centre of 
your hanging and tuck one end of the 
length of wool through that stitch, 
under one strand of wool and out again 
at the front (so both ends of your little 
piece of wool are sticking out of the 
front of your knitting). Tie the two ends 
of your wool in a knot on the front of 
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your hanging and trim the ends to 
roughly 1.5cm (%in) long. 

Now cut another 6cm (2in) length of 
wool. From the little knot you just tied, 
count up two rows of knitting and out 
by one stitch to the right - at this point 
take the piece of wool you just cut and 
tie it through a stitch in the same way 
as you did with the first knot, then trim 
the ends to 1.5cm (?^in) long. 

Repeat above step (moving up and out 
each time) until you reach the rag- 
rugged join. Then repeat on the 
left-hand side. 



You should now have an upside down 
triangle of little knots. To turn this into 
a fluffy line, gently pull apart the 
strands of wool on each knot so they 
become fluffy. 

Below your triangle, add two more 
fluffy lines in the same way, tying a knot 
on every other stitch along a row. You 
can vary the placement of your lines (or 
add more/fewer) to balance out the 
overall composition of your hanging. 

Once you're happy with how it's 
looking, it's ready to hang. Hold the 
hanging in place and lightly mark just 



below the top dowel on each side, about 
1.5cm (%in) in from the ends. Hammer 
your small nails where you've marked and 
rest the dowel on the nails.

Row 1 k to end. 

Row 2 p to end. 

Row 3 Increase 1 stitch (kfb) in the 1st 
and 2nd stitches, k1. [5 stitches] 

Row 4 p to end. 

Row 5 k1, increase 1 stitch in next stitch 
(kfb), k1, increase 1 stitch in next stitch 
(kfb), k1. [7 stitches] 

Row 6 p to end. 

Row 7 k1, increase 1 stitch in next stitch 
(kfb), k to the 2 last stitches, increase 1 
stitch in next stitch (kfb), k1. 

Row 8 p to end. 

Repeat rows 7 and 8 until you have 
15 (17: 19) stitches. 

Knit 2 rows in stocking stitch without 
increasing. 

Leave the stitches on the needle and 
set aside. Now repeat from Row 1 for 
the second earflap. 

HAT 

Row 1 Start at the back of the hat, by 
casting on 2 (3: 4) stitches on first size 
8mm double pointed needle. With 
second needle, knit across the 
15 (17: 19) stitches of one of the 
earflaps. On third needle, cast on 
14 (16: 18) stitches for the front of the 
hat. On fourth needle, knit across the 
2nd earflap, then cast on 2 (3: 4) 
stitches. [48 (56: 64) stitches] 

Mark the beginning of the round. 

Knit in rounds, using the free fifth 
needle, until work measures 4 {AVz: 514) 
in / 10 (11: 13) cm, connecting the 
rounds by knitting into the first stitch of 
the beginning of the next round. 

POINTED CROWN 

Round 1 *k4, k2tog* (*k5, k2tog*) *k6, 
k2tog* repeat from *to* to end of 
round. [40 (48: 56) stitches] 

Knit 3 rounds without any decreasing. 

Round 5 *k3, k2tog* (*k4, k2tog*) *k5, 
k2tog* repeat from *to* to end of 
round. [32 (40: 48] stitches] 

Knit 3 rounds without decreasing. 

Round 9 *k2, k2tog* (*k3, k2tog*) *k4, 
k2 tog* repeat from *to* to end of 
round. [24 (32: 40) stitches] 

Knit 3 rounds without decreasing. 



Round 13 * k1, k2tog* (*k2, k2 tog*) 
*k3, k2tog* repeat from *to* to end of 
round. [16 (24: 32) stitches] 

Knit 3 rounds without decreasing. 

Round 17 *k2, k2tog* (* k1, k2tog*) 
*k2, k2tog* repeat from *to* to end of 
round. [12 (16: 24) stitches] 

Knit 3 rounds without decreasing. 

Round 21 * k1, k2tog* (*k2, k2tog*) 
*k1, k2tog* repeat from *to* to end of 
round. [8 ( 12 : 16) stitches] 

For toddler, knit 4 rounds without 
decreasing and cut the yarn long 
enough to finish off the crown (about 
8in/20cm). 

For child and adult sizes (not toddler), 
knit 3 rounds without decreasing. 

Round 25 Child and adult sizes only, 
*k1, k2tog* (*k2, k2tog*) repeat from 
*to* to end of round. [(8: 12) stitches] 

For child, knit 4 rounds without 
decreasing and cut yarn long enough 
to finish off the crown (about 
8in/20cm). 

For adult, knit 3 rounds without 
decreasing. 

Round 29 Adult size only: * k1, k2tog* 
repeat from *to* to end of round. 

[8 stitches] 

Knit 4 rounds without decreasing and 
cut the yarn long enough to finish off 
the crown (about 8in/20cm). 

Thread the length of yarn through the 
8 remaining stitches, using your 
embroidery needle. Pull tight and 
fasten the end off on the inside of the 
hat to make a neat finish. Sew in any 
loose bits of yarn to finish. 

FINISHING TOUCHES 

Add a decorative edge with a contrast 

colour yarn. You could use a simple 

blanket stitch, or add a crochet edge. 

You could also add heart-shaped 

stitches. 

For a crochet edging: starting at the 
back of the hat, insert your crochet 
hook into an edge stitch, yarn over 
hook and pull through to make a loop 
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POINTED HAT 



on the hook. Leave about 6in (15cm) of 
yarn spare to sew in at the end. Do a 
slip stitch to join the thread on to the 
hat to start the crocheted edge. 

Work around the edge with double 
crochet (US single crochet.) When you 
get to the point on the ear-flaps, chain 
(ch) 1, and when you finish a round, 
chain (ch)1. Do a few rounds to make a 
nice thick edge. Cut the yarn with 
about 6in (15cm) spare and pull the 
yarn through the loop on the crochet 
hook. Sew the loose ends in on the 
inside of the hat to finish. 

For the Nordic heart stitch pattern: 
cut the contrasting yarn about 22in 
(50cm) long and thread your 
embroidery needle. Sew two stitches to 
create a small “V" shape which will look 
like a heart, following the pattern of the 
stockinette (stocking) stitch, over every 
other stitch. Keep the line straight so 
the "V"s meet to make a perfect ring of 
hearts. Sew a second ring of hearts two 
rows above, over the stitches in 
between the previous round of "V"s. 
You can use different coloured yarns 
and different size "V"s, to customize 
your hat. 

To finish, use your embroidery 
needle and work any loose ends of yarn 
in on the inside of the hat.

Using 3.5 mm needles & 1 strand of 
yarn A & 1 strand of yarn B together 
cast on 57 (59: 61: 63) sts. 

Work 20cm / Sin [68 rows] in 1/1 rib. 

Using yarn A only and starting with a 
k row cont in St st until work meas 
36cm /1414in [116 rows], inc 1 st (2 sts in 
from the edge) at each end of next 
and every foil 22nd (16th: 14th: 10th) 
row 3 (2: 2: 8) times = 65 (65: 67: 81) 
sts, then on every 0th (14th: 12th: 0th) 
row 0 (3: 4: 0) times. 

Cont on the 65 (71 : 75: 81) sts obtained 
until work measures 66cm / 26in) 

[206 rows] total, ending on a WS row. 

Shape the top of sleeve as foils: 

Cast off 3 sts at beg of next 2 rows. 
Next row (dec) k2, k3tog, k to last 
5 sts, sll, k2tog, psso, k2. 

Rep dec row 0 (1 : 1 : 2) more times. 

Next row (dec) k2, k2tog, k to last 
4 sts, sll, k1, psso, k2. 

Rep last dec row 12 (13: 13: 14) more 
times. 

Next row (dec) k2, k3tog, k to last 5 
sts, sll, k2tog, psso, k2. 

Rep last dec row 1 (1:2: 2) more times. 
Work 1 row straight, cast off 3 sts at 
beg of next 2 rows. Cast off rem 15 sts. 



RIGHT EPAULETTE 

Using yarn A & 3.5mm needles cast on 
31 (35: 39: 43) sts. 

Follow the Chart on opposite page, 
according to the size you are working. 

LEFT EPAULETTE 

Work as for Right epaulette, reversing 
the shaping at the top. 

NECK BAND 

Using yarn A and 3.0 mm needles, cast 
on 121 (125: 129: 133 sts). 

Work 8 rows in 1/1 rib and leave the sts 
on a spare needle. 

TO MAKEUP 

Join the shoulder seams, inserting the 
epaulettes into the seam. 

Graft the neck band around the neck, 
join the short seam. 

Set the sleeves into the armholes. 

Sew the sleeve seams, allowing a turn 
up of 18 cm for the cuff. 

Sew side seams. 

Turn back the hem at the base of the 
sweater and stitch to the WS. 

Secure & weave in all ends.

When your neck needs an extra layer, this 
pretty relief stitch warmer is super snuggly 



here are days so chilly that it would be heaven to not even 
have to emerge out from under the duvet. On such days 
you need cosy knitted accessories to keep that duvet 
feeling going all day, and this snuggly neck warmer by Norwegian 
designers Arne and Carlos fits the bill perfectly. One of the 
33 patterns in their book Knitting Scandinavian Style, it features 
relief stitch knitting, for which the general rule is: every time you 
knit two together (k2tog) you also have to increase one stitch, 
and vice versa. In other words, every increase is paired with a 
decrease. For this and the other designs in their book, Arne and 
Carlos were inspired by vintage patterns, many of which were 
found in the attics of old houses in Setesdal, a valley and 
traditional district In southern Norway. Through experience 
gained from working alongside Scandinavia's most respected 
knitters, many of whom still use centuries-old techniques, Arne 
and Carlos seek to preserve tradition while creating pieces, like 
the neckwarmer that have a fresh, modern twist.

Change to larger size needle and work 
in lace pattern until neck warmer is 
desired length. The pattern is a 
multiple of 20 sts. 

Rnd 1 *K1, (yo, si 1, k1, psso) 3 times, 
(pi, kitbl) 3 times, pi, (k2tog, yo) 

3 times*; rep * to * around. 

Rnd 2 Knit. 

Rnd 3 *K2, (yo, si 1, k1, psso) 3 times, 
(kitbl, pi) 2 times, kitbl, (k2tog, yo) 

3 times, k1*; rep * to * around. 

Rnd 4: Knit. 

Rnd 5 *K3, (yo, si 1, k1, psso) 3 times, 
pi, kitbl, pi, (k2tog, yo) 3 times, k2*; 
rep * to * around. 

Rnd 6 Knit. 

Rnd 7 *Yo, si 1, k1, psso, k2, (yo, si 1, k1, 
psso) 3 times, kitbl, (k2tog, yo) 3 times, 
k3*; rep * to * around. 

Rnd 8 Knit. Move last st of round to 
beginning of next round. 

Rnd 9 *SI 1, k1, psso, yo, si 1, k1, psso, 
k2, (yo, si 1, k1, psso) 2 times, yo, si 1, 
k2tog, psso, yo, (k2tog, yo) 2 times, k3, 
yo*; rep * to * around. 

Rnd 10 Knit. 

Rnd 11 *Yo, si 1, k1, psso, k2, (k2tog, 
yo) 3 times, k1 tbi, (yo, si 1, k1, psso) 

3 times, k3* rep * to * around. 

Rnd 12 Knit. 

Rnd 13 *K3, (k2tog, yo) 3 times, pi, 
kitbl, pi, (yo, si 1, k1, psso) 3 times, k2*

Rnd 17 *K1, (k2tog, yo) 3 times, (pi,

Rnd 18 Knit. Move last st of round to 
beginning of next round. 

Rnd 19 *SI 1, k2tog, psso, yo, (k2tog, 
yo) 2 times, (kitbl, pi) 4 times, kitbl, 
(yo, si 1, k1, psso) 2 times, yo*; rep * to 
* around. 

Rnd 20 Knit. 

End with 10 rnds k2, p2 ribbing. 

Cast off loosely. Weave in ends neatly 
on WS. Lightly steam press neck 
warmer under a damp pressing cloth 
but do not press ribbing.

Once 
you’ve got the hang of the theory 
of knitting curves you could use 
it for all sorts of items - not 
just our stylish reinvention of 
the humble doily! 

PLACE MAT 
Cast on 24st 
Row 1 purl 

Row 2 (pi yo pi yo pi) x8 [40 sts] 

Row 3 Double length knit (put your 
needle through to knit as normal but 
wind yarn around twice instead of 
once; work as a normal stitch on next 
row, which will release the long stitch) 
Row 4 knit 
Row 5 knit 

Row 6 pi (p2tog yo) to last st, pi 
Row 7 purl 

Row 8 (pi yo pi yo pi yo pi yo pi) x8 
[72 sts] 

Rows 9-15 repeat Rows 1-7 with the 
following exception: the equivalent to 
Row 2 is just purl with no yo from now 
on. 

Row 16 (pi yo p2 yo pi yo pi yo pi yo 
p2 yo pi) x8 [120 sts] 

Rows 17-23 repeat Rows 9-15 

Row 24 (p2 yo p2 yo p2 yo p3 yo p2 yo 

p2 yo p2) x8 [168 sts] 

Rows 25-31 repeat Rows 9-15 

Row 32 (p3 yo p3 yo p3 yo p3 yo p3 yo 

p3 yo p3) x8 [216 sts] 

Rows 33-39 repeat Rows 9-15 

Row 40 (p4 yo p4 yo p4 yo p3 yo p4 yo 

p4 yo p4) x8 [264 sts] 

Rows 41-47 repeat Rows 9-15 

Row 48 (p4 yo p5 yo p5 yo p5 yo p5 yo 



p5 yo p4) x8 [312 sts] 

Rows 49-55 repeat Rows 9-15 

Row 56 (p6 yo p6 yo p5 yo p5 yo p5 yo 

p6 yo p6) x8 [360 sts] 

Row 57 purl 
Cast off knitwise 

Your cast on measurement should be 
11cm. The length of each repeat should 
be 3.5cm. Each repeat should add an 
extra 21.5cm to the width of the piece. 
When you've knitted it simply fold it in 
half widthways, right sides together and 
sew down the seam. If you would like a 
bigger circle just continue knitting, 
increasing as shown with each repeat. 
Once your circle is sewn together give 
it a steam on the reverse.

When did you first learn to knit and who 
got you started? 

I did a work placement as part of my 
degree and came across hand knitting 
then. I'd only really been interested in 
machine knitting up to that point so when 
my colleague needed some hand knit 
designs it was a case of a very fast lesson 
then being left to get on with it. I think in 
the long run this was hugely beneficial as I 
got used to working things out for myself 
and came across some new methods 
along the way! 

What was your first knitted garment? 

It was a truly horrendous over-sized 
sleeveless sweater which I made (on a 
second placement during my degree) 
in my spare time - it was also the first 
garment pattern I had written which 
explains the awfulness. Because I'm 
stubborn I still wore it out and about until 
my flat mate told me not to! 




Which do you prefer to design - 
garments or home accessories? 

I don't really have a preference - I like 
playing around with designing stitches the 
most and then they seem to dictate what 
they get made into. 



What is the highlight of your knitting 
career so far? 

With hindsight, the highlight was 
exhibiting in New York for the first time 
and getting swamped with orders even 
though no one had any idea who I was. I

don't think this happens as much with new 
companies now as buyers are so much 
more cautious than they were. 

When did you realise that knitting was 
something you wanted as a career? 

I knew I wanted to make a career in 
fashion and textiles after trying various 
other design routes at foundation, but to 
become a knitter specifically I decided 
through my degree placement year as all 
the bits started to slot into place. 

Which knitting project are you most 
proud of and why? 

I'm very proud of my book - I think I really 
achieved a contemporary clean look with a 



good selection of patterns and some wise 
words thrown in for good measure. 

What's your favourite item in The 
Knitted Home, and why? 

There are more than a few things I really 
like - the chair cover is a particular 
favourite as is the bolster cushion. But for 
pure tactile bliss you can't beat the rug! 

Where do you start when finding 
inspiration, and how do your designs go 
from idea to reality? 

I visit a lot of shows, read a lot of books 
and magazines and photograph anything I 
find interesting. It's a kind of cloud attitude 
to inspiration where I take in a lot, let it 



roll around my head, stick interesting bits 
in one place then pick up some needles 
and have a play. From there it's a constant 
development between inspiration, making 
and drawing until a finished idea pops out! 

What's next for Ruth Cross? 

I'm hoping that my website (ruthcross. 
squarespace.com) can become a place for 
people to go to be inspired and pick up 
ideas and hints to make things themselves. 
My days of producing vast quantities of 
knitting are hopefully on their way out - it's 
been ten years and big fun but time for a 
change! Oh, and if any readers of Twist It 
knit things from The Knitted Home please 
do send me a picture - I'd love to see! 
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Add a flash of colour and some dimension

Wristwarmers are perfect for days 
when there’s a chill in the air 
but you need your fingers fully 
functional and not trapped in a 
glove or mittens, as a knitter 
you’ve got a distinct advantage 
over other people, as you can 
create as many of these little 
winter warmers as you like so you 
can coordinate them with your 
favourite jumpers and jackets, 
iionica Russel’s fun bobble design 
asks for a base colour then a 
bright colour for the bobbles and 
the ruffle at the wrist. In the 
soft superfine alpaca yarn that 
the wristwarmers are knitted in, 
you’ll find a wide range of 
shades - the choice is yours! 

BOBBLE 

These instructions are for making a 
bobble, abbreviated to (MB). All three sts 
are made from the same st. 

Row 1 Knit into the front, back and front 
again of the same st. 

Row 2 P3, turn. 

Row 3 SI1, k1, psso, k1,turn. 

Row4 P2tog,turn. 

RIGHT HAND 

Start atthe border (fingerend). 

Using 3.75mm knitting needles 
and yarn A, cast on 40 sts, then ktbl to 
form a neat edge. 

Rows 1-4*K1, pi*, rep from* to* to end 
of row. 

Changeto4mm knitting needles and 
start pattern as follows, decreasing 1 st 
on first row only [40 sts]. 

Row1 (K2, p2) three times, MB using 
colour B, knit samest again using colour 
A, k1 , p2, *k2, p2*, rep from * to * to end 
of row. 

Rows 2, 4 and 6 *P2, k2*, rep from * to * 
to end of row. 

Row 3 *K2, p2*, rep from * to * to end of 
row. 

Row 5 As row 3. 

Repeat the above six rows nine more 



WRISTWARMERS 



times. 

Cutoffyarn Aand changeto 3.75mm 
needles. 

Next row*K1, k2tog, k9, k2tog*, rep from * 
to* twice, then k12. 

Next two rows*K1, pi*, rep from * to* to 
end of row. 

Cast off using small picot cast off as follows: 
k2, cast off 1 st, *transfer st on right-hand 
needle to left-hand needle and caston 1 st 
using cable cast on, cast off 2 sts*, rep from 
*to*to end of row. 

LEFT HAND 

As right hand until start of pattern (where 
you change to4mm needles), then place 
bobbles asfollows: 

Row 1 *K2, p2*, rep from * to *seven times, 
MB, (k2, p2) three times. 

Continue with above spacing for bobbles 
using the same row sequence as right glove. 

MAKING UP 

Using a tapestry needle and mattress stitch, 
join side seam 5.5cm (2l4in) from the finger 
end and 8.5cm (3V2in) from picot edge. 

This will leavea gapforyourthumbto go 
through. 

Weave in all loose ends.

Using 3mm needles and yarn A cast on 
86 (94: 98) sts. 

Row 1 *k2, p2; rep from * to last st, k2. 
Row 2 *p2, k2; rep from * to last st, p2. 
These 2 rows form 2/2 rib; repeat until 
work measures 3cm / 114in [12 rows], 
increasing 2 sts on the final row for size 
10 yrs only. [86 (94: 100) sts] 

Using 3.5mm needles and starting with 
a knit row, continue in st st until work 
measures 28 (30: 33) cm / 11 (11V4: 13) 
in [90 (96: 106) rows] total. 

ARMHOLES 

Cast off 3 sts at the beginning of next 
2 rows, 2 sts at beginning of foil 2 (2: 4) 
rows, 1 st at beg of foil 6 (10: 8) rows. 
Continue on the remaining 
70 (74: 78) sts. 

SHOULDERS & NECK 
When work measures 43 (46: 50) cm / 
17 (18V4: 193 / 4 ) in [136 (146: 160) rows] 
total, cast off 4 (5: 5) sts, k20 (20: 21), 
cast off 22 (24: 26), k24 (25: 26). 

Next row (WS) cast off 4 (5: 5) sts, 
work to central cast-off sts and put rem 
sts on a stitch holder. 

Work will now be completed in 
2 sections. 

Next row (RS) cast off 3 sts, work to 
end. 

Next row cast off 5 sts, work to end. 
Next row cast off 2 sts, work to end. 
Next row cast off 5 sts, work to end. 
Work 1 row straight. 



Cast off remaining 5 (5: 6) sts. 

With WS of work facing place the rem 
20 (20: 21) sts from st holder back on 
needle. 

Next row (WS) cast off 3 sts, work to 
end. 

Next row cast off 5 sts, work to end. 
Next row cast off 2 sts, work to end. 
Next row cast off 5 sts, work to end. 
Work 1 row straight. 

Cast off remaining 5 (5: 6) sts. 

FRONT 

Using 3mm needles and yarn A cast on 
86 (94: 98) sts. 

Work in 2/2 rib until work measures 
3cm / 114in [12 rows], increasing 2 sts 
on the final row for size 10 yrs only. 

[86 (94: 100) sts] 

Using 3.5mm needles and starting with 
a knit row, continue in st st until work 
measures 4 (7: 9) cm / IV 2 (2%: SVz) in 
[14 (24: 30) rows] total. 

Next row (RS) k20 (24: 27) using 
yarn A, k43 from Chart, k23 (27: 30) 
using yarn A. 

(Row 1 = 34 (38: 41) yarn A, 2 yarn C, 
50 (54: 57) yarn A). 

This sets the Chart pattern, cont until 
Row 108 of the Chart has been worked, 
then cont in yarn A only. Make sure you 
twist the yarns around each other as 
you change colour to avoid holes.

Pastels make a refreshing change 
for a winter woolly, and Beki 
P.ymbsa of knitwear label AiiJ has 
come up with a winning way to use 
them for her diamond-motif 
creation. She’s used King Cole 
yarns, made for baby clothes, due 
to their bright pastel tones and 
affordability. The diamond is 
edged with sparkling Twilley’s 
loldf ingering yarn - an 
appropriately James Bond name for 
a diamondb-are-f orever jumper! 

If you work in Pairisle, carry 
the yarn loosely across the back 
of your work and never over more 
than seven stitches. If working 
in instarsia, use a separate ball 
of wool for each section of 
colour (make your own small 
balls; and tv.'ist the yarn at the 
back of your work to avoid holes. 

BACK 

Using 314mm needles and Yarn A 
cast on 99 (111) sts.

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F licking back through our family albums 
from my childhood you'd be forgiven 
forthinkingthat I only ever posed for 
photos in a handknit jumper. I'd forgive you, 
because growing up in Scotland, I needed 
those cosy layers in the decades when frost 
seemed to lastfrom Octobertill early spring. 
But much more than that, when I look back at 
all those lovingly made sweaters, bonnets and 
blankets, I feel comforted and happy. 

I come from a family of knitters. With my 
mum, my grandma and a great aunt who loved 
to knit, there was no escape from the patterns 
of the time. I loved them then, and (with the 
exception of one particularly itchy knit) I still 
do now. Colours, texture, pattern and style are 
still the things which inspire me day to day and 
I wonder if itwas growing up surrounded by 
crafty creativity which makes me who I am. 

Even my school uniform wasn't immune to a 
handknit... there was a red moss stitch jumper 



I felt so proud to wear, and I recall pushing the 
limits of my secondary school uniform and 
having a bright blue wraparound balletstyle 
cardigan-very 80 s and very then. 

How cute is this baby blue matinee set worn 
ontheferryto Aran? Of course I don't 
remember wearing that one. But I do 
remember a dainty and pretty white cardi 
which contrasted delightfully with my brilliant 
Chipper bike and Noddy car, my best ever 
birthday presents! And another highlight, a 
wonderfully brightponcho worn on an outing 
to Blair Drummond Safari Park, not a chance of 
feeling camouflaged among the wildlife. I 
could go on, too many patterns and stitches to 
count, all mixed up with childhood memories . 

From baby to teen I was wrapped in 
handknits, until, with characteristicteenage 
rebellion, I turned my back on handknits. For a 
time, only Miss Selfridge would do.
